He served until 1984 
and was Mayor from 1983 to 1984. He was elected 
again in 1986 to serve until 1990, again serving as 
Mayor from 1988 to 1989. He was reelected again 
in 1990 to the council. 

Fowler, Smith 
square off for 
School Board 
seat Apr, 20 

Lisa Fowler of Sierra Madre and incumbent Wil¬ 
bert Smith of Pasadena will challenge each other for 
Pasadena School Board Seat 3 next Tuesday, Apr. 20. 

In the election in March, Fowler received 46.2 
percent of the vote while Smith received 34.9 percent. 
In order to win, one of the candidates (which included 
Geoffrey Commons, who received 18.9 percent)

is chairman of the Board of Elders of Faith Lutheran 
Church. 

Bartolai is administrative manager with J.V. En¬ 
gineering Co., Inc., a Monrovia office furniture man¬ 
ufacturer. His work within the Monrovia community 
brought him to serve one term as chairman of the In¬ 
dustrial Committee of the Monrovia Chamber of 
Commerce. 

During his last term as Mayor in February of 
1989, Bartolai was presented with the Signum Fidei 
Award from the Student Senate of La Salle High 
School, commending him for “outstanding service 
to civic and educational endeavors.” He is a recent 
recipient of the George Washington Flag, presented 
to him by the local DAR. Bartolai is the only City 
Councilman in the United States to receive this flag. 

Bartolai enjoys ultra-distance bicycling events, 
having most recently competed in the Death Valley 
Double Century in March and is registered to do 200- 
mile events in Hemet, Davis and Malibu. He and his 
wife, Nina, do 100-mile events in their tandem and 
enjoy other tours of shorter duration. 

Nina has lived in Sierra Madre since she was 4 
years old. They have two daughters: Renee Smith, 
married to Jim Smith; and Lisa Bartolai, a resident 
of San Clemente. 

Bartolai said Tuesday evening, “The City Coun¬ 
cil will meet soon to discuss priorities for the year. 
However, I know the first priority this year will be 
dealing with the difficult financial situation the city 
faces. First and foremost, all of our efforts must be 


directed to resolving this financial crisis. We do not 
have the financial resources to develop programs 
that require major expenditures. It will be a tremen¬ 
dous task simply to find the funds necesstmy to main¬ 
tain the city’s existing level of services.” 

At Tuesday evening’s meeting, the council looked 
over the prospective ordinance concerning possibly 
outlawing leaf blowing operating above a certain 
decibel level, then tabled the ordinance to ask the com¬ 
munity to respond by letter or via community com¬ 
munications at council meetings about how they per¬ 
ceive such an ordinance. Councilman Lee Cline had 
suggested the ordinance; however, councilmembers 
felt that such a restrictive ordinance could cause en¬ 
forcement problems. 

The group deliberated for some time about whether 
or not to allow the request for an art show in Mem¬ 
orial Park on Sunday, Apr. 18, a month before the 
annual show sponsored by Friends of Sierra Madre 
Library. They decided that such a small show prob¬ 
ably would not cut into Library Friends’ profits a 
month later. 

Councilman Gary Adams suggested preparing a 
resolution to present to Assemblyman Dick Mount- 
joy for the work Mountjoy has done to control the 
possible illegal alien problems. 

They also reviewed Resolution 5713 of the city 
of Arcadia and decided to investigate that further. The 
resolution points out problems such as the county 
cost cf $1.4 billion annually to support social services, 
education, law enforcement and health care of these 
individuals. The resolution also supports taws that 
would constrict and control the existence and flow of 
illegal aliens into the country.

For over 30 years, standing no taller than 5 ft., 
3 in. and never receiving any pay, Zaro was up on the 
trail several times a week as the main caretaker of 
this hiking trail and well earned his title of “Keeper 
of the Trail.” He met the challenges of rain, earth¬ 
quake, fire damage, etc. and worked almost until the 
time of his death on Mar. 16, 1990. He was almost 
90 years old. 

Anyone who used the trail knew Zaro. He was 
honored by the city of Sierra Madre and the Trail 
Race Committee with new boots, numerous plaques 
and was Grand Marshal of the Fourth of July Parade. 
He was written up in People magazine and in many 
news articles. We still honor his memory.

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Video available for 
home earthquake 
safety

You could lose your house in the 
next moderate earthquake if it’s not prop¬ 
erly attached to its foundation. Simple 
“do-it-yourself” techniques can make 
your house more earthquake resistant. 
Be sure to watch “An Ounce of Preven¬ 
tion...Strengthening Your Wood Frame 
Home for Earthquake Safety” to learn 
how to protect your home. 

This step-by-step how-to program 
will be premiered on many California 
public broadcast stations in April. The 
half-hour show is designed by seismic 
experts to help Californians identify 
basic structural hazards and eliminate 
them. 

Bolting your house to its foundation 
and adding plywood to the cripple walls 
(short wtills between the foundation and 
floor) are the most effective ways to re¬ 
duce property damage from a major 
earthquake, according to the Governor’s 
Office of Emergency Services (OES). 
These actions could also save your life. 

Since many houses built in Califor¬ 
nia before the 1970s were not properly 
attached to their foundations, this pro¬ 
gram will help homeowners prepare for 
the next quake. Scientists believe there 
is a high probability that a magnitude 
7.0 or larger earthquake will occur in 
California within the next 30 years. Small¬ 
er quakes can also cause substantial dam¬ 
age to wood frame houses. 

The public is encouraged to record 
this program for future reference. Cop¬ 
ies of the video will also be available at 
major libraries and some city and county 
building departments.

Sunday afternoon, Depression style

In October 1929, I celebrated my 28th birth¬ 
day by purchasing a car, a Pierce-Arrow, no less. 

It was used, of course, and the price made it a 
real bargain. One of the finest cars in the world, 
it came with an aluminum body, steel fenders, 
pigskin upholstery, “artillery wheels” (wooden 
spokes), and had a windshield and windwings 
for the rear seat passengers. It was, in the par¬ 
lance of the day, “a dreamboat.” I was in need 
of a car, but not that kind. It all goes to show 
what happens when youthful exuburance teams 
up with misplaced judgment. Also, the timing 
was right - a few days after 1 drove the car home, 
the bottom fell out of the stock market and the 
Great Depression was born. 

The crash affected more than just the finan¬ 
cial status of everyone. Almost overnight life¬ 
styles were changed, and retrenchment was the 
important thing. There is nothing like a flat wal¬ 
let to drive home the prudence of frugality. Sat¬ 
urday night neighborhood card parties became 
popular, as did picnics at nearby parks. Some 
opted to drive to the beach, where they rode the 
merry-go-round or the roller coaster. Those 
temporarily in funds danced to the tunes of the 
name bands of the day in the Ocean Park Pier 
Ballroom. 

But others chose another way to spend a 
Sunday afternoon at low cost. At the time of 
this story, San Gabriel Valley was a sea of green. 
Thousands of acres were covered with lemon or 
orange groves, and the quiet side roads between 
the many ranches offered a chance to get away 
for a peaceful afternoon. 

The population explosion after World War II 
changed everything. Many Sundays, Pluma and 
1, with her parents, spent hours just driving 
around. We drove to cities such as Orange, Ana¬ 
heim and Tustin, then zig-zagged our way home. 
Other times we drove first to Valley Blvd. and 
visited Gay’s Lion Farm. With others, we stared 


at the huge cats, who stared back with the air of 
amused tolerance and snooty superiority that 
all cats, large or small, seem to have. It was possi¬ 
ble to drive east on the boulevard and suddenly 
find oneself in a vast open space, with cattle and 
horses grazing in what seemed to be an endless 
pasture. But the main object of every drive was 
to just cruise back and forth on quiet roads. 

In that pre-smog era, the skies were generally 
blue, and the air was scented with the perfume of 
countless blossoms. There was an aura of peace, 
a relief of tensions, and for a little while, the De¬ 
pression and other woes of the world were for¬ 
gotten. Quite often we would see a box full of 
lemons on a bench by the side of the road. There 
would be a sign, “Lemons -10 cents per dozen.” 
A cigar box was there for people honest enough 
to pay. 

Only one time was our quiet trip disturbed 
by something ugly. 1 found myself driving along 
a railroad spur, or sidetrack, and on the other 
side of the track was a shallow ravine. For a 
space of perhaps 200 yards, the ravine was filled 
with tons of oranges, and all of them had been 
sprayed with crude oil, to make sure they were 
unusable. This, when many people were hungry, 
even starving. Even those who might have had 
the money to buy them, were denied the right. 
No doubt the price went up satisfactorily. Some 
problems must be met head on. 

We never strayed far from home. Our trips 
seldom covered over 50 miles, spread over four 
hours time. It was a ritual to get home before 
sundown. With the leftovers from the Sunday 
noon dinner, plus cake and coffee, the four of 
us relaxed and watched the sun go down. Tele¬ 
vision had not yet arrived, but the radio had the 
news without the visual shock. Somehow it all 
seemed so safe and secure, to be home and be 
able to reflect on the beauties of the day. 

In a sense, we created our own little harbor 
of calm, and unless we switched on the radio, we 
didn’t hear the rising storm outside. 


Out and About

Check that “Water Notice” on page nine 
of The News for Apr. 8. Seems our water ain’t 
what it used to be - or maybe it never was as good 
as they say. Frankly, 1 don’t tike reading notices 
that says our water has levels of coliform bac¬ 
teria that exceed health standards. For those of 
you who don’t know where coliform bacteria 
comes from, you might check the dictionary - 
this is a family newspaper. 

What would interest me is knowing why our 
water got this way. The notice did a grand job 
of enlightening us: “The presence of these bac¬ 
teria in drinking water...generally is a result of 
a problem with water treatment of the pipes 
which distribute the water, and indicates that the 
water may be contaminated with organisms that 
can cause disease.” Does that mean that water 
in our pipes was not treated...and always must 
be treated? 

To remedy our coliformy water, the Auburn 
Reservoir was cleaned - excuse me, “re-cleaned,” 
disinfected and the system regularly chlorinated. 
The sample taken recently apparently are with¬ 
in standards...at least, that is what I deduce 
from the “notice.” 

So what’s happening here? Is this a once- 
in-a-blue-moon kind of thing - maybe because 
of the rains? Are we now paying a price for 


decades of septic tank use? Is there some comin¬ 
gling of water we haven’t been involved with 
before? Am I the only person who finds this 
disturbing? 

I would like to see two things. First, I would 
appreciate it if someone who has their head on 
straight would write an article giving everyone 
in Sierra Madre an insight into our water situa¬ 
tion. Where it comes from, what we do to it, 
what’s right or wrong with it, and what the fu¬ 
ture holds. 

Second, I would like to know if we are just 
limiting our testing practices to coliform presence, 
or are we occasionally subjecting our water to 
tests of toxicity? The reason I ask this is a re¬ 
membrance of the Woburn, Mass, disaster in 
which a woman’s son died of leukemia. She sus¬ 
pected the water. She was told that the water 
was within standards for coliform bacteria. It 
wasn’t until many other children were diagnosed 
with leukemia that the CDC (Center for Disease 
Control) in Atlanta came to Woburn, checked 
for toxicity, and immediately shut down their 
water supply. The bottom line is that if our 
water is showing signs of not being what we 
thought it was, perhaps it’s time to give it a com¬ 
plete physical. Perhaps this is being done regular¬ 
ly. If so, my hat’s off to the city.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

What is the best way to pull 
ticks off my dog? 

First you should saturate it with flea 
and tick spray for 5-10 minutes. If you 
don’t have any spray you can use 
isopropyl alcohol. Soaking it should 
kill the tick. Then take a pair of 
tweezers and grab the tick as close to 
the skin as you can and pull it out. This 
enables the mouthparts to be pulled out 
with the body. The best way to prevent 
ticks from jumping back on is to spray 
your pet frequently with flea and tick 
spray especially before going out on 
walks. Don’t forget to keep the yard 
sprayed also.

Everyone had a word for Kenyon. 

To the teacher in charge of such stuff, he had 
a “very high intelligence.”

He was 
free for such pursuits because the teacher didn’t 
call on him. She knew that he knew. 


He avoided common language of trite say¬ 
ings. He preferred “all that scintillates is not eri- 
pherous” to the common, “all that glitters....” 

In his idiom the aphorism became, “pulchri¬ 
tude possesses solely cutaneous profundity,” or 
again, “It is fruitless to become lacrymous over 
preciptately departed lactal fluid.” 

He wouldn’t accept common physical laws 
at face value. Subsequently, he went to the top 
of local hills, rolled stones down said hill, then 
studied the rocks to see what they had gathered. 

He defined his behavior as the practice of 
omphaliskoepsis. That was safe. Nobody knew 
what that meant either. 

His big problem was his dual purpose in 
life: to get rich doing absolutely nothing worth¬ 
while. 

What has happened to Kenyon? Last I knew 
he was creating TV commercials for personal in¬ 
jury lawyers.

Rayon is often treated so it has a 
smooth and lustrous finish which gives it 
the look and feel of siik. 

Rayon is very sensitive to water. Many 
dyes appiied to rayon are not colorfast and 
wilt bleed which causes a shading to oc¬ 
cur upon contact with moisture. In addi¬ 
tion, manufacturers often add sizing to 
rayon in order to achieve a desired body or 
drape. Some sizings are water-soluable 
and washing will distort the shape of the 
garment. 

Drycleaning is recommended for 
most rayon garments because a profes¬ 
sional drycleaner is able to solve most of 
these problems. However, some garments 
whose care label reads “dryclean only” 
contain dyes and sizings that are water 
soluble. 

Never try to remove a stain from rayon 
without first pretesting the fabric. Wet a 
small piece of the garment on an unexpos¬ 
ed seam and allow it to air dry. If no dye or 
sizing change occurs, small stains may be 
removed In this way. Large stains should 
always be taken to an IFI member profes¬ 
sional drycleaner.

THE FAMILY (The Story of Charles Man- 
son’s Dune Buggy Attack Battalion) 

Ed Sanders 

...And yon think your family is wacko. 
Read “The Family” by Ed Sanders and get an 
idea of what really strange family life is all about. 
OK, so they weren’t related. But they lived the 
commune family-type life popular at that time 
and became a sort of family unit - a demented, 
hell-raising, horrifying family - but a family, 
nonetheless. Kind of makes you appreciate Aunt 
Alice a bit more. Maybe not. 

Sanders presents a gruesomely detailed ac¬ 
count of Charles Manson and his covy of kill- 
happy hippies. He recounts how this strange 


band of society’s losers progressed from peace, 
love and flower power (remember that?) to gore, 
mayhem and apocalyptic ideology. 

Sanders is a meticulous researcher, spend¬ 
ing countless hours interviewing people, digging 
through a massive collection of information 
and painstakingly piecing together the influences 
and factors that came about to create such a 
heinous cultural montrosity. But he should have 
spent some of this meticulous detail on his writ¬ 
ing. I kept forgetting I was reading a book - it 
was more like reading his research notes, with 
both relevant and irrelevant facts arbitrarily 
strung together with little narration to cohesively 
tie it together. 

Sanders repeats some of the same facts un¬ 
necessarily over and over, annoying, if not con¬ 
fusing, the reader. He also used the jargon of 
the time, sounding awful silly (or just awful) to¬ 
day (like saying “Oo-ee-oo” after any statement 
of importance - gets old fast). 

Sanders has some interesting material on 
how Manson developed from small-time criminal 
to mass murderer, but the story never develops. 
Vincent Bugliosi, the Deputy DA for the Tate 
murders, wrote a more readable account called 
“Helter Skelter.” I recommend it instead.

Schroder said that Police 
Chief Bill Betts told Buck¬ 
ner later that he felt the 
refrigerator “was no 
problem since the door 
opens easily.” He re¬ 
ported that, Schroder ex¬ 
plained, because the citi¬ 


zens felt that the refrig¬ 
erator invited children to 
play. 

They asked why the re¬ 
frigerator was allowed to 
stay there so long and 
were told it was to be re¬ 
moved on May 1 for the 
city-wide Clean Up Day. 

“It reflects on our at¬ 
titudes about codes in 
general,” Schroder noted. 

Staff was asked to see 
that the refrigerator is 
moved further up on the 
lawn.

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Violent crime, media, hostility plague police 


In light of recent crimes 
against police and pre¬ 
parations by metro police 
to stifle any riots follow¬ 
ing results of the Rodney 
King jury trial. The News 
talked with members of 
the local police force. 

Chief Bill Betts cited 
differences in media cover¬ 
age over the years and 
said that the police “don’t 
expect an impact (from 
the imminent King ver¬ 
dict) in Sierra Madre; 
however, we are heavily 
involved in upgrading 
equipment and training 
in order to handle any 
situation that may arise.” 

Betts said, “It would 
appear that shots fired at 
police are more and more 
frequent, another demon¬ 
stration of flagrant dis¬ 
regard for human life 
and civilized society - 
‘the establishment.’” 

He stated that officers 
are paying more attention 
to procedures and how 
they handle themselves. 
“Officers tend to feel dis¬ 
couraged at the direction 
things are going, the at¬ 
titude so far as segments 
of the community are 
concerned.” 


The chief expressed his 
concern since “everyone 
has the propensity to sue. 
The system is set up to en¬ 
courage lawsuits.” 

He has been here 29 
years and in the last two 


to three years, he has no¬ 
ticed a definite shift to 
lawsuits. “It’s become 
a way for people to gain 
fortunes rather than work 
for a living.” 

Betts said that 136,000 
auto thefts were recorded 
in Los Angeles in 1991 
and that the number more 
than doubled the follow¬ 
ing year. He also reported 
that car jackings are now 
done “for the thrill, ex¬ 
citement, rather thtui just 
to steal a car.” 

Betts deplored the ex¬ 
tra media coverage, say¬ 
ing that auto pursuits on ( 
freeways have increased 
primarily because of tele¬ 
vision coverage. He pointed 
to a recent highway patrol 
race through severjd coun¬ 
ties. Moments before the 
man gave up, he fired at 
officers, then put his hands 
up and looked at the TV 
helicopter hovering above. 

“The news media are 
struggling for ratings, 
promoting violence for 
the sake of a story. It’s 
the norm rather than the 
unusual for a group to use 
antisocial acts as a tool 
to get publicity to gain 
advantage over another 
person or group,” the chief 
explained. 

Sgt. Larry Lutzow be¬ 
lieves that this “same sort 
of behavior happened in 
the early ’70s when there 
was an upswing of radi¬ 


cal organizations. We 
were targeted then. It’s 
a 20-year cycle, whatever 
the cause.” 

The 23-year veteran 
said, “Anyone who’s a 
cop knows he might be 
shot at. The difference 
is 20 years. They’re not 
more violent. They just 
have better weapons.” 

He said he has no more 
concerns than yesterday 
or 20 years ago. “I’m 


just more aware. 

Concerning the recent 
flamboyant pursuits on 
the streets and highways, 
Lutzow said, “We don’t 
cause them but we have 
to endure them.” 

Officer Lance Long, 
who has been with the de¬ 
partment for five years, 
said he enjoys the cam- 
eraderie of working as a 
member of the Sierra 
Madre Police Department. 


“Concerns are always in 
the back of my mind. 1 
just don’t let them rule 
me.” Long said that the 
department is getting bet¬ 
ter officers - better edu¬ 
cated, but have experienced 
life less, he explained. 

Long said of the media: 
“They are always waiting 
for us to screw up.” 

Larry Pitkin, an unpaid 
reserve officer for four 
years who also serves as a 


full-time paid desk officer, 
said he volunteers because 
“1 want to do my part in 
the community to ensure 
that my family has a safe 
home to go to.” 

He lives in Los Angeles 
with his wife and two 
children. 

Is there a difference 
in the types of calls re¬ 
ceived at the desk? “No. 
Only in the attitude of 
the people,” he concluded.

When my wife, Kathy, 
and I moved to West Los 
Angeles in 1977, we were 
like kids in a toy store. 
We feasted on a steady 
diet of new and vintage 
movies, going to the beach 
and visiting chief points 
of interest.

One, of our favorite 
buildings is the famous 
Bullock’s Wilshire store, 
arguably the best example 
of Zig-Zag Moderne style 
in the United States. It 
sprawls over an entire 
block, faced in green mar¬ 
ble with copper spandrels. 
The main doors do not 
face Wilshire Blvd.; they 
are oriented toward the 
“motor court” in the 
rear, where uniformed 
valets would greet shop¬ 
pers’ cars under the porte- 
cochere. Overhead a won¬ 
drous fresco depicting a 
dirigible, an aeroplane 
and an ocean liner along 
with Mercury, the winged 
deity of commerce, may 
be viewed. Built in 1929, 
Bullock's Wilshire is a 
true architectural monu¬ 
ment to a bycone age.

In an article for the 
Los Angeles Times, Susan 
Moffat quoted words 


from Pauline Schindler: 
“The achievement of 
Bullock’s Wilshire is equal 
to the designing of a great 
medieval cathedral. Greece 
built temples, the Middle 
Ages built cathedrals. 
But we, whose life lies not 
in worship, but in buying 
and selling, build great 
stores.” 

If this is true, then the 
closing of the store ought 
to be a cause for celebra¬ 
tion. For mere commerce, 
the buying and selling of 
things, will not satisfy the 
hunger at the very heart 
of the human soul. Our 
souls hunger and thirst 
for love, not more things, 
and without love, the most 
fabulously wealthy per¬ 
son on earth is truly a 
pauper. 

Woe unto any people 
who begin to believe their 
own propaganda about 
themselves. Our life is 
certainly characterized by 
buying and selling, but 
our hearts do not belong 
to these things; our hearts 
belong to God.

In our very complex, 
highly developed world, 
not a day goes by that we 
do not perform and see 
thousands of acts of faith 
in others. That faith put 
a man on the moon and 
erased small pox as the 
scourge of the earth. 

Christian faith is more 
than a belief in God - in 
His existence - and like 
any act of faith, it’s a 
jump into the unknown.

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$27.9 million school repairs 
bond on Apr. 20 ballot 


For the second time in 
six months, Arcadia voters 
are being asked to pass 
an Arcadia school bond. 
In November, 65.9 per¬ 
cent of the voters approved 
the bond issue, which 
needed 66 percent approval 
to pass. 

On Tuesday, Apr. 20, 
the issue, along with a 
school board election, is 
a $27.9 million bond, 
which would be used to 
make “much-needed re¬ 
pairs” at all school sites 
and to provide “techno¬ 


logical improvements nec¬ 
essary to meet the needs 
of education today,” ac¬ 
cording to a flyer distrib¬ 
uted by the Arcadia Bond 
Committee. 

Scheduled repairs are 
not cosmetic but major re¬ 
furbishing to school build¬ 
ings, pointed out Alvin 
Albe, ABC chairman, who 
emphasized that the funds 
would be locally controlled. 
“In addition, because the 
issuance of the bonds will 
be staggered over three 
years, if actual costs are 
less because of competi¬ 


tive bidding and careful 
project management, the 
entire $27.9 may not be 
required,” according to 
the ABC. 

If passed, the bonds 
would cost each home- 
owner two cents per $1000 
of assessed value, or $40 
for a $200,000 assessed 
value home, which is the 
average for Arcadia, said 
Albe, who stressed that 
every vote counts, as he 
urged a “yes” vote on the 
bond proposition. 

Polls will be open from 
7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 


Seniors see need for repairs 


The Arcadia Bond Com¬ 
mittee sponsored a recent 
tour and tea to give senior 
citizens an opportunity 
to see first hand the need 
for repairs and renova¬ 
tion of Arcadia High 
School. 

“I grew up in the De¬

Three candidates seek two 
seats on Board of Education 


Three candidates are 
vying for two open seats 
on the Arcadia Board of 
Education. Incumbents 
Mary Dougherty and Jo¬ 
ann Steinmeier are being 
challenged by newcomer 
Debbie Ewing in the Tues¬ 
day, Apr. 20 election. 
The News asked each can¬ 
didate to fill out a ques¬ 
tionnaire to help in pre¬ 
paration of this story. 

Mary Dougherty 

“Interesting, challeng¬ 
ing and rewarding” are 
the words chosen by Dough¬ 
erty to describe her past 
two terms on the Arcadia 
Board of Education.

dia. 

She and her husband, 
Richard, who have lived 
in Arcadia for 21 years, 
have two grown sons, 
Michael and William. 

Debbie Ewing 

Because she feels that 
it is “necessary to have 
someone who has been 
academically and pro¬ 
fessionally trained in the 
area of education to serve 
on the Board of Educa¬ 
tion,” Ewing is seeking 
her first term on the board. 

She has been a teacher 
for 10 years and current¬ 
ly is employed in Monte¬ 
bello. 

Challenges and changes 
facing the board are such 
things as the “decision to 
change the grade levels 
represented at the school 
sites, the growing con¬ 
cern for student safety 
and the need to maintain 
academic standards in the 
midst of these changes,” 
according to the candi¬ 
date. 

She is a volunteer at 
the Arcadia Police De¬ 
partment and World Vision 
International. She also is 
a member of the Ameri¬ 
can Association of Uni¬ 
versity Women. 

In a previous News 
article, it incorrectly stated 
that Ewing graduated from 
Arcadia High School, 
when, in fact, she attended 
a private school which was 
then located in the city. 
She has a son attending 
school in Arcadia.

The News with a picture 
of herself.

Experience as a class¬ 
room volunteer and as a 
PTA president led Stein¬ 
meier to run for the Ar¬ 
cadia Board of Education 
four years ago. Inspired 
by her first term and be¬ 
cause she continues to be 
involved in the schools 
and community, she is 
seeking a second term. 

Steinmeier states that 
the major issue facing ed¬ 
ucation in Arcadia is to 
“maintain a balanced bud¬ 
get in trying economic 
times.” In order to do 
this, she said, “1 will con¬ 
tinue to make the tough 
decisions to maintain fis¬ 
cally conservative budgets.

While the Arcadia Uni¬ 
fied School District does 
not condone the actions 
that led to the death of 
Kelly Salamone last De¬ 
cember, it will allow Gary 
Southworth, the Highland 
Oaks Elementary School 
teacher convicted in the 
fatal accident, to continue 
teaching once he has 
served one year in jail. 

Southworth, who plead¬ 
ed guilty to vehicular man¬ 
slaughter and felony 
drunk driving, began his 
sentence on Monday in 
County Jail. 

“Mr. Southworth’s in¬ 
volvement in this unfor¬ 


tunate tragedy is not to 
be minimized. The dis¬ 
trict does not approve of 
the behavior that resulted 
in Ms. Salamone’s death. 
The district has never 
tried to protect Mr. South- 
worth from whatever legal 
consequences might re¬ 
sult from this situation. 
At the same time, the dis¬ 
trict has a valued employee 
with a fine record of pub¬ 
lic service and it has tried 
to support him in his per¬ 
sonal struggle to deal with 
this tragedy. 

“The parents, students 
and staff of the school 
where he teaches have been 


convincing in their sup¬ 
port for him as an excep¬ 
tional teacher and human 
being. The district has 
found that absent the 
tragedy, Mr. Southworth’s 
record is impeccable and 
that his ability to teach 
has not been impaired nor 
have his relationships with 
those he teaches,” accord¬ 
ing to a release from the 
school district. 

The release also pointed 
out, “Southworth’s con¬ 
tinued employment in the 
district is not in any way 
to be construed as ap¬ 
proval of drinking and 
driving.”

Athletic boosters to hold golf

Many golfers have trouble hitting the ball 
straight. A well-struck ball heading in the wrong 
direction is worse than a poorly struck one head¬ 
ing in the right direction. 

The cause could be the trail arm’s power 
overtaking the lead arm’s ability to control the 
direction of the swing. In other words, it’s much 
easier to guide an object by pulling it rather than 
by pushing it. 

Imagine a child’s little red wagon. Think 
how much more difficult it is to steer and power 
the wagon by pushing the handle into the cart 
than by pulling the wagon with the handle. 

Now let’s apply this concept to the golf 
swing. Many players have directional control 
problems because their dominant arm - usually 
their trail arm - takes over the swing and pro¬ 
duces erratic ball control, much like a wagon be¬ 
ing powered from behind by its own handle. 

Golfers would do better to always maintain 
the feel of the lead arm pulling the club into the 
ball like steering the wagon by pulling on its han¬ 
dle. 

Just don’t let your kids see you trying this 
experiment without getting permission to use 
their toys.
